failed to have printed amendments 
by the House to the Senate bill 
| which were concurred in by the Sen- 
|} ate and which became the law. If true 
this omission violates a requirement | 
|of the constitution that such amend- 
_ ments be printed before final pas- | 
Sage of a bill. State Senator A. L. | 
'McCawley, of Carthage, then raised 
the same and other points for Sew- | 
ard. 

Rosenberger and McCawley pre- 
| sented the attack upon the law to the | 
court today, while it’ was defended | 
_by Merrell E. Otis, assistant attor- | 
/ney general; prosecuting attorneys 
Grover Houston of Lincoln Countv 
jand William Bloebaum of St. Charles 
; County, and B. H. Dyer, William 
| Way Jr. and D. E. Killiam, as spe- 
| cial counsel for the State. 

Otis contended the attackers of 
| the law have only negative’ proof 
that the amendments were not print- 
'ed, that to overturn a law on such 
proof would be farcial, that signa- 
ture of the bill by presiding officers 
of the Legislature was a declaration 
that no such technical defects ex- 
isted, and that even if the amend- 
ments had not been printed. that 
‘Omission would not invalidate § the 
Stawmite.
